Some once said, “America is a nation of 
hobbyists”—and few remarks contain more 
truth, especially in these days 
of 
new­ 
found leisure. From adolescence to senili­ 
ty each of us pursues one or more hobbies 
—perhaps several different ones 
in 
the 
course of a lifetime. Amateur photography, 
stamp collecting, butterfly chasing, 
even 
bird watching have their thousands of de­ 
voted adherents. Notable among current­ 
ly fast-growing hobbies is President Eisen­ 
hower’s own favorite, “Sunday” painting. 
One characteristic common to all 
hob­ 
bies ic that each has its own private cant 
or jargon—a special language known only 
to the initiated practitioners of the craft. 
Stamp collectors talk knowingly of 
per­ 
forations, first-day covers and mint sheets. 
Amateur photographers sprinkle their con­ 
versation with terms like hypo, bum 
in 
and blow up, while artists are 
wont 
to 
chatter about turps, soup 
and 
dragon's 
blood. 
Perhaps the most colorful jargon of any 
hobby, however, is that of a rapidly growr- 
ing and 
comparatively 
newly 
evolved 
adult hobby—model railroading. A stand­ 
ard cartoonist’s gag for a half century past, 
of course, has been Daddy running the toy 
train while Junior stands idly and frus­ 
tratedly by. In recent years, though, grown 
men have admitted publicly to the 
fun 
they derive from creating elaborate model 
train layouts—and supplying their 
wants 
has become truly big business. 
The newest development in this field is 
the “table-top” railroad, utilizing 
equip­ 
ment so much sm aller than ordinary model 
railroad cars and tracks that a 
complete 
and quite intricate unit can be set up on 
an ordinary coffee table. A detailed article 
in a recent POPULAR SCIENCE magazine 
about this new phase of the hobby is es­ 
pecially interesting in that children 
are 
nowhere 
mentioned. 
The 
whole 
piece 
treats table-top railroading as an entirely 
adult hobby. 
Your true hobbyist not only dons engi­ 
neer’s cap and denim jacket when show­ 
ing off his rig, but he adopts also for his 
own use the jargon of professional rail­ 
roaders. Thus his fast freight 
going 
at 
high speed along the main track becomes 
“the glory train balling the jack on the 
high iron.” And if his outfit is really com­ 
plete, he’ll have several “fishtails” (sema­ 
phore signals), a “piano box” (switching 
control apparatus) and perhaps 
even 
a 
“gandy wagon” (a handcar). 


less and invisible. Yet a small poruon of it 
is capable in a very short tim e of reducing 
the m ental functions of a driver to

In California recently the highway pa­ 
trol checked 1,007 autom obiles on 
open 
highways and found that every one con­ 
tained a m easurable am ount 
of 
carbon 
monoxide. T hirty of them contained suffi­ 
cient am ounts of the poison to endanger 
the lives of the passengers. 
Carbon monoxide has a peculiar affinity 
for hemoglobin—the red blood cells. If a 
person were in a room containing 50 per 
cent pure oxygen and 50 per cent carbon 
monoxide, the hemglobin 
would 
absorb 
300 times as much carbon 
monoxide 
as 
oxygen in a given length of time. 
The answer does not lie in closing the 
windows of the car, either, according 
to 
science experts. Tests have shown that in 
many cases cars will absorb more carbon 
monoxide with the windows 
open 
than 
with the windows closed. 
The first step towards protection against 
this deadly gas is to have the automobile 
thoroughly checked for 
exhaust 
leaks— 
heater, motor, muffler, tail pipe, etc. 
During cold 
weather 
motorists 
keep 
their cars running even 
when 
parked. 
This is extremely dangerous and particu­ 
larly in snow. A car stalled in a snow drift 
sharply increases the danger 
of 
carbon 
monoxide poisoning to its occupants. This 
is so because the gas cannot be adequate­ 
ly vented and comes up through the floor­ 
boards. or swirls in around the car and 
enters the vehicle through vents, windows, 
etc. 
Vents used for cooling automobiles in 
waim weather also provide a real danger 
to unsuspecting motorists. 
These 
vents 
serve as tunnels through 
which 
carbon 
monoxide travels from the exhaust pipe 
of a vehicle directly in front to the car 
behind. In close city traffic, this concen­ 
tration of monoxide is particularly danger­ 
ous. 
Carbon monoxide poison attacks all per­ 
sons within contact but it is particularly 
dangerous to 
smaller 
people, 
especially 
children, and to older people.

Remember Life Is Very Real 


For Your Pre-Teens Child

We parents often have a hard tune un­ 
derstanding our child) en and I suspect that 
children do a better job in understanding 
us. Perhaps that is the reason so 
much 
m ore is written for grownups about how 
to get along with their children than for 
children about how to get along with their 
parents! 
One period of youth, namely 
that 
be­ 
tw een nursery age and 
adolescence, 
has 
been called the forgotten years of 
child­ 
hood It is easier perhaps for parents 
to 
discipline or run their children at 
the>e 
ages than it is later on but the 
thoughts 
and emotions from approxim ately 6 to 12 
remain difficult for most adults. 
The attractive early years, 
when 
the 
words of parents; were accepted by their 
youngsters without question, have passed, 
but the grown-up approach to life and its 
problems have certainly 
yet 
not 
been 
reached. 
ONE OF THE 
difficulties 
in 
dealing 
w ith youngsters of these ages is that it is 
so hard for the parents to think burk to 
thr.se years themselves and rem em ber how 
they felt and acted at the same age. True, 
most of us can rem em ber something if we 
try but the effort is seldom made. 
Can you rem em ber a party given when 
you were 8 years old to which you were 
not invited or at which you had a very bad 
time? Do you recall the feelings of trium ph 
or tragedy which accompanied success so­ 
cially, in the classroom, or on Hie athletic* 
field? If you can do these things you will 
have made a close approach to the feeling 
of your children and to thou* trials, failures I costs 30 cunts. 


and successes. 
FRIENDS of tile same age art eve ic bit 
us im portant to Hie 8 year old as they are 
later on. In fact, in many ways, they are 
more im portant because there are fewei 
of them and one has not learned at that 
agt4 that human contacts w ith others come 
and go with life. 
The tules and regulations of parents and 
teachers are often particularly hard to un- 
dei stand. At tilt* age of 6. death and injury 
seem entirely unreal and 
as 
something 
that could not possibly happen to oneself. 
Hence, the warning to be careful crossing 
the street and sim ilar instructions 
from 
grownups seem merely adding to the con­ 
fining and senseless rules which are 
al­ 
ways interfering with fun. 
IN SHORT, the youngster between 8 and 
12—and in older and younger years, too— 
is a real person with normal reactions so 
far as their own experiences are concern­ 
ed. The ones who do not have norm al le- 
acturns in the eyes ut the children are th< 
grownups. The problems 
of 
youth 
art 
every bit as serious to the one involved 
as those of later years. 


Every parent and teach* i should under­ 
stand this and operate their relationships 
with the youths under their direction ac­ 
cordingly.

The two charges on which the 
Senate

"censure” 
are based upon views and opinions 
ex­ 
pressed b; the senator from Wisconsin in 
letters or speeches or public statem ents. 
This m eans th at hereafter an intolerant 
m a j o ri ty in Congress can intim idate, if not 
suppress, m inority opinion. It can cite the 
W atkins report as 
justification. 
It 
can 
threaten to punish dissenters. Conformity 
en thought alone would be safe. 
DISORDERLY BEHAVIOR 
The Senate of the United States is being 
asked, m oreover, by one of its own com­ 
m utes for the first tim e in the history of 
Congress to regard the expression of un­ 
popular or even distasteful 
opinion 
as 
“disorderly behavior.” 
T hat’s 
the 
only 
phrase in the constitution w hich perm its 
either house of Congress to 
punish 
its 
members, Up to now. it has been properly 
applied only to fist fights on the floor of 
the Senate between senators. 
Never before has that phrase been con- 
strud to apply to language used by a m em ­ 
ber of Congress, but now it opens 
up 
a 
wide field. If the Senate approves the W at­ 
kins committee report, it will be morally 
obligated to start imm ediately 
“censure* 
proceedings against other 
senators 
who 
have said things equivalent to those ex­ 
pressed by Senator McCarthy. 
When the entire Senate begins to discuss 
the W atkins report on November 8, 
the 
American people will get all the facts sur­ 
rounding the behavior of the W atkins com­ 
m ittee itself, w hich in some respects de­ 
serves censure. They w ill learn for 
the 
first time irom the lips of Senator McCarthy 
himself w hat G eneral Lawton 
told 
him 
General Zwicker had said to 
him 
about 
the Wisconsin senator’s efforts to rid Fort 
M onmouth of spies. The W atkins commit­ 
tee declined to press General Lawton 
to 
reveal the facts and he him self feared he 
might be punished by the Army—some­ 
thing no congressional com m ittee hereto­ 
fore has regarded as a valid reason 
for 
withholding inform ation vital to Congress. 
That story will disclose why Senator Mc­ 
C arthy lost patience w ith G eneral Zwick­ 
er. 
UNREVEALED FACTS 
The American people will be told 
also 
the facts which the W atkins com m ittee did 
not reveal in its report concerning its ac­ 
ceptance ol the oral testim ony of the parli­ 
am entarian of the Senate in an executive 
session at which counsel for Senator Mc­ 
Carthy was not perm itted to be present for 
cross-exam ination. Then, when 
this 
un­ 
fairness w as complained of by counsel for 
the Wisconsin 
senator, 
testim ony 
was 
taken again at the last m inute with 
Mi. 
M cCarthy’s law yer present but only 
one 
m em ber of the Senate com m ittee heard the 
testim ony—a flagrant exam ple of how 
a 
“one-m an com m ittee” operates. There 
is 
reason to believe tiiat the final com m ittee 
report was w ritten and sent to the printer 
before any of the other m em bers of the 
Senate com m ittee had a chance actually to 
read the cross-exam ination of the p arlia­ 
m entarian by the M cCarthy counsel. What 
they discussed was a second-hand version. 
The im portance cl the breach of judicial 
procedure—enough to cause a m istrial in a 
crim inal case—was that Edw ard 
Bennett 
Williams, counsel for the Wisconsin sena­ 
tor, brought out th at the Senate subcom ­ 
m ittee on elections and privileges, whose 
invitation to testily Senator McCarthy had 
declined, was not a duly constituted com ­ 
m ittee. The evidence s h o w s that, although 
that committee had no rules of its own and

failed to fill the vacancy on the committee 
in the m anner pi ovided by those rules— 
nam ely, bv a ballot of the parent com m it­ 
tee. Instead. Senator Hayden oi Arizona, 
chairm an, appointed himself. This, accord­ 
ing to the general rules of the Senate, he 
had no right to do. Hence, the comm ittee 
itself had no quorum and could not legally 
im ite Senator M cCarthy to testify.

YE ENGLIS1IE METHOD— In New York 
City the other day a Scotland Yard gentle­ 
man, Robert Fabian, advised the In tern a­ 
tional Association oi Police Chiefs confer­ 
ence: 
“It wouldn’t hurt the 
children 
if 
a 
stick was administered to them more of­ 
ten. Children aren't a bad lot at heart, 
but they should be made to understand 
at an early age the difference 
between 
right and wrong.” 
Such a philosophy, while acceptable to 
Scotland Yard, is not expected to be w ide­ 
ly adopted by Americans, who are inclined 
to view youngsters as rather fragile and 
precious possessions. That is, of 
course, 
except those Americans who are arrested

children 
to 
death. 
T hat is not so unusual as 
you 
m ight 
think. Just glance at the headlines. Some 
few parents and guardians have the dis­ 
tressing habit of chaining youngsters to 
beds, starving Ihem, m istreating them gen­ 
erally, besides “adm inistering the stick.” 
U nfortunately the children do not seem 
to be improved in deportm ent as a result 
of these,attentions. In fact some of them 
aie broken in mind and body—and some 
of them die. 


JUST HOW FIRM—Even a casual per­ 
usal of the newspapers will convince the 
pessimist that our children are headed for 
hell and the penitentiary and their parents 
are depraved monsters. 
But the pessimist overlooks the good 
side of the news—which too often is not 
news because it is not sensational. 
The optimist, however, who is 
guided 
by common sense, will look about his own 
community and at his own children and 
rightly conclude that conditions are not too 
bad after all. 
It is the wise parent who knows when 
firmness must begin and when rt m iiit 
end. And it is the loving parent who can 
puni.-h his children and still retain thew 
love and respect. 
The wise and kindly parent is motivated 
by loving interest in the child’s welfare. 
He is fair with the child and honest with 
him self—and the child recognizes this and 
thus learns by precept and exam ple 
the 
difference between right and wrong. 


USE YOUR HEAD—Th re are 
problem 
parents as well as problem children and 
often the two go together. 
One of tile most common causes of prob­ 
lem parents is too much 
reading 
about 
problem children. Books and 
magazines 
and newspapers are filled with article* on 
the subject of how parents should reaot 
to Junior— but so far we have discovered 
nothing advising Juhioi how to roM t to his 
parents. 
Parents who examine Junior 
closely 
enough and long enough in the light of 
the latest article on Juvenile psychology 
are sure to find some fault, 
however 
minor. Junior, sensing he is under 
the 
microscope, reacts iii protest. 
The result is strained relationship that 
leads parents to believe they have a “prob­ 
lem child' in the family rather than an­ 
other human being. 
Use of the head and heart 
in 
dealing 
with children wbll bring more success than 
applying Lesson No. 4 from a book on Ab­ 
normal Psychology, lin ier you are zany 
enough to believe that children are abnor­ 
mal because they are children.
